A GOOD DEED WELL DONE. 

With the ratification of the nine power treaty 
prelating to China, and the Chinese tariff treaty, 
| the United States senate has completed America’s 
part in what is probably the most constructive and 
successful international confergpce- ever called. 
The conference was an American suggesticn. The 
invitation to the powers was issued by President 
Harding. The leadership in the most important 
features—the four power Pacific treaty and the 
limitation of armaments—was assumed by the 
American delegation with startling and remark- 
able success. The settlement of the most difficult 
questions—those relating directly to the Far East 
—was achieved largely through the goad offices of 
the American and British delegations. With the 
conclusion of the work we have reason to be 
proud as Americans, and thankful as individuals 
for peace and safety with justice and honor 
throughout the world. 

President Harding and his delegation—Secretary 
Hughes, Senator Lodge, Senator Underwood, and 
Elihu Root—are to be thanked and congratulated 
for their constructive work in behalf of the United 
States, and indirectly for the fostering of peace 
throughout the world. The senate is to be thanked 
and congratulated for the official approval which 
makes the work of the delegation effective. 

All is not done that may be done, but enough 
has been accomplished to impress the influence of 
the United States upon world affairs, and to estab- ; 
lish us in a position of leadership which will be 
effective when we think advisable to use it. 

The four power Pacific treaty and the limitation 
of naval armaments are, of course, the most im- 
portant decisions from the standpoint of the 
United States. They establish peace with honor 
in the Pacific, remove all probable causes of war, 
and maintain the sea power of the United States 


which otherwise would have been spent in com: 
petitive building. The submarine and gas agree- 
ments, we believe, are of minor importance. The 
two Chinese treaties, which complete the work, 
are not all that an altruist might desire, but they 
represent a gain over conditions which existed 
before the conference was called.

Thirty-two county highway | policemen, for the 
most part overseas war veterans, who will be armed 
and mounted on motorcycles to patrol the roads of 
Cook county, have been sworn in as deputy sher- 
iffs. That is a small start toward a state police 
Organization which will make the roads and rural 
hdmes and communities of Illinois safe—but it is 
a start. Thirty-one more men are authorized and 
will be added to the county force. It is a small 
number to patrol and protect the hundreds of 
miles of roads in this county, but it is something. 

If the nine men who robbed the home of Arthur 
|W. Cutten near Downers Grove last week should 
decide to rob another country home, they will not 
find it quite so easy. A couple of overseas vet- 
erans with rifles and motorcycles will make the 
getaway much more hazardous than did a butler 
and chauffeur with a shotgun in the RS run- 
about. 

No doubt country highwaymen, small town bank 
robbers, and rural stickup men will continue to 
operate, and some will escape through the , 
net of seventy men scattered over the county. But 
some will be caught.

Pessimists and some who are not pessimists are 
continuously calling attention to the high taxes which 
prevail-in this country. Our taxes are high. There 
is no denying it. These taxes strain many industries 
and make for a certain amount of business depres- 
sion. But when world conditions are taken into con- 
sideration, American taxes seem low indeed. 

With the exception of two rather small and inconse- 
quential nations the United States has the lawest 
tax rate of any power. Germany has been weighted 
down by high taxes since the war started. France 
h@s taxes so large as to be serious handicaps. Bel- 
gium, Italy, Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, and the other 
| European continental nations have high tax rates. 
The English tax is higher than American taxes ever ® 
were. Furthermore, European taxes are increasing 
rapidly at the present time and European economists 
claim that taxes in Europe will continue te rise for 
at least several years. — . 

Germany has just been informed that she must in- 
crease her taxes by 60,000,000,000 marks—on top of 
the fact that her taxes are higher than they have 
ever been and that they are the highest taxes in Eu- 
rope. It may not be particularly comfortable to know 
that other nations have to raise much more in taxes 
than we have to raise, per capita, but much of the 
present. opposition to our high-taxes would be dis- 
pelled if the people knew generally in our country 
that we are not taxed anywhere near as much as are

N a recent convention of medical men, 
Surgeon Genegal Ireland repofted 
that army medical men had been 
having some promising results with 


Pneumonia. ~ 

He wafned the physicians who heard 
him against letting their hopes get the 
better of judgment, as considerable ex- 
perience would be necessary before final 
judgment can be matured. 

It will be recalled that the army has 
never taken the reactionary attitude on 
this question that some others have as- 
sumed. 

Before the great influenza wave of 
1918-'19 had come and gone, the army had 
had some experience which looked like 
vaccine against pneumonia had consider- 
able virtue. I refer to experiments and 
clinical tests made by Cecil and Blake 
and by Cecil and Vaughan.’ 


As a result of such experiences, and 
also of the studies of Wright and Lester, 
they made provision for the use of vac- 
cines by all those In the department who 
obligatory. 
As the Boston Medical and Surgical 
Journal says, it was logical to expect the 
solution of the pneumonia question to 
come from efforts to find ‘a vaccine and 
a serum. The clinical course of pneu- 
monia is typical of a disease curable by 
aserum.

We have the right to look to the labora- 
tory for a preventive as well as a cure. 
In spite of the discouragements thrown 
in their paths, the laboratory workers 


have been steadily occupying themselves 


with the search for a cure. 

Cecil and Blake report very satisfac- 
tory results with the use of a laboratory 
cure tried out on a long series of labora-*+ 
tory animals, checked by a gimilar series 
on which the serum was not used. 

The Chicago. health department has 
been trying an antigen for several 
years. Those in the wholesale depart- 
ment, who know most about it, have used 
it themselves and given it to their friends 
as a cure for pneumonia and for coryza 
and bronchitis severe enough to be re- 
garded as bordering on pneumonia. 
Nearly every clinician with a close uni- 
versity or college laboratory connection 
is making use of some kind of pneumonia 
antigen. Up at Rochester, Rosenow con- 
tinues his work along this line. 

I was not surprised when I heard Dr. 
McCormack tell the health officers of 
Kentucky, and later those of Indiana, 
that his health department was supplying 
vaccine against pneumonia; that he was 
not certain that it was preventing so 
many colds, coryzas, coughs, influenzas,

MAKE

Planes Must Stay Within 
Radio Call. 


Washington, D. C., April 2.—That 
‘naval aviation regulations governing 
naval air craft in flight are devised 
to.cut the risk to machines and fliers 
to the lowest point possible was as- 
serted today in an explanation’ of 
naval practices made public by Secre- 
tary Denby. The regulations include 
provisions for enabling the planes to 
keep constantly in touch by radio with 
ships or shore stations along the route, 
insuring prompt assistance in case of 
disaster and minimizing the danger 
of “losing” a plane and its crew at 
Planes to Go in Pairs. 


Where there is any possibility of a 
forced landing between the start and 
the end of the flight two planes must 
be sent together. In case one is forced 
down it is assumed that the other will 


be able to hover above and report the|

If during the next two or three weeks the demand for work should be more 
than the contractors working under the Landis award can take care of, be patient. 
and allow your painting and decorating to be postponed until your work can be 
performed in order of applications.

RADIO TELEPHONY 
EXPLAINED SO ALL 
MAY UNDERSTAND 


Just an Adaptation of Old 
Principle, Writer Says.

“Did you hear Mme. Whoosis sing 
that song about love on the radio last 
night?

Radio stores are deluged with 
orders and equipment is scarce. There 
are rumors of congressional investiga- 
tions into alleged trusts, conferences 
of public officials on “restriction of 
the air rights,” a chaos of instructions 
on how to build this set and that, and 
much talk of detectors and amplifiers 
and megohms and milliamperes—a 
radio jargon which has sprung up 
“What's all the shooting 
or?’’ 


What It All Means. 

In this series of articles the writer 
will tell of the radio industry, its his- 
tory, and what-it may lead to in the 
future. Is it a fad or a permanent in- 
dustry—the application of a new sci- 
ence to the daily life of the American 
citizen? 

The radiophone, be it known, is sim- 
ply a new form of man’s control oyer 
electro-magnetic waves. Electro-mag- 
netic waves are disturbances traveling 
through the ether which heretofore 
have manifested themselves in various 
ways—for instance, light and heat.

HOW TO OFFSET LATE SPRING 
HANDICAP IN GARDEN. 

BOUT the first thing a gardener 

thinks about when the weather 

gets warm enough to plant seed 

outdoors is the kind of fertilizer 

to use on different crops. Most persons 

who have run a garden for one season 

or more_ know that in general it takes 

a rich, deep, loose soil to grow good 

vegetables. 

Plants that grow rapidly and have 
an abundance of leaves need nitro- 
gen, and there are few vegetable crops 
that do not do best on a soil that is 
regularly limed. Good gardeners lime 
their plots every four or five years. 
Soil chemists list plants according to 
their lime requirements. S. C. Con- 
ner, chemist at Purdue, says that cab- 


cumbers, egg plant, muskmelon, peas, 
pumpkins and rhubarb need some lime 
for good growth. Beans, chicory, pars-

nips, and watermelons al] do well on a 
soil of medium acidity, he says. | 

Where tomatoes are grown on a large 
scale, 500 to 1,000 pounds an acre of a 
2-12-6 fertilizer is recommended. Phos- 
phorus is the element needed most. It 
increases the yield and the tomatoes 
ripen earlier.

Subsequently 
the prices reacted slightly, which is not 
surprising in view of both rises recent- 
ly registered and the number of bear- 
ish factors, but they finally rushed to 
new heights. The India stocks came 
into sudden request. 

The Colonials were dull to steady. 
The £5,000,000 Australian issues have 
been made on exceptionally cheap 
terms. 

The foreign market has been quiet. 
The points of interest were the fall 
in Chinese Vickers bonds and German 
3s, the latter, of course, due to ex- 
change considerations.
